of meat as an egg. 
Eren a brief review 


of half the numerous important subjects 
in it touched upon would occupy a much 
larger tpace than the document itself, and 
so for the present onr remarks upon it 
will be mainly addressed to a few of the 
leading topics presented. 


First, then, upon our foreign relations 


General Grant, with an excusable pride, 
refers to the Treaty of Washington and 
the legislative measures and appropria- 
tions necessary to carry its various pro- 
visions inlo effect. Meantime, he has ad- 
drested a communication to the governors 
of our northern border states, irom New 
York to Wisconsin, suggesting the action 
needed on their part touching, the recipro- 
cal free navigation of the St. Liwrer.po 
and Lake Michigan, &o , provided for in 
i»;d treaty. The ratifications of en im- 
portant treaty of commerce have been ex- 
changed with Italy. Through u confer- 
ence at Waehinton an armistice has been 
established between Spain and tbe South 
American allied republic?. 
The Presi- 


dent next speaks of tbe visit of tbe Rus- 
sian Grand Duke as a proof that the Czar 
desires to maintain tho cordial relntionsof 
friendship that have existed to long be- 
tween Rusnia and tho United States. But, 
and this little word but i 


of the*, patriarch* fro* their surplus 
wive*. TbuoMsatg* will undoubtedly 
create »terrible «xoiu».nt at Halt Like 
City and in all the other Mormon •ettle- 
mentt; for it limply meana the extirpation 
in TJ tab ol Mormon polygamy, or it* rt- 
moval from the United States w the fixed 
purpose of the national administration.

Wo nto, on 
the other hand, somewhat disappointed in

reference to Mexico. 


Those freebooters of tho so-called "Free 
K:na" bava given and are giving ua much 
trouble, and General Grant, on this boei- 
nces aud on the general anarchy in Mexi- 
co, bas nothing stronger to eay than thi« • 
"I hrpe Mexico, by its own aotiou, Kill 
soon ralieve this government of tho diffi- 
culties experienced from these caused." 
We had hoped, Mr. President, (hat you 
would electrify the oountry with an elo- 
quent; appeal in behalf of humauity, 
civilization and our manifest dcetiny and 
manifest daty in Mexico. However, if 
we are not greatly mistaken yoc. will soon 
have to come to this ultimata m as the 
only alternative for low and order in our 
chaotic eister republic. We guees that 
G.irvey bas not gone down to Niocraugua, 
for, aa it appear*, we have an extradition 
trenty wi«h that oountry. Wo join In 
the congratulations oi tho message touch- 
ing the emancipation of the slaves in 
Brazil; bnt we want a little more light 
than ia given ua on those mysterious com- 
plications with Spain upon Cuban affairs 
—these complications which, so fat e« we 
comprehend them, roem to us r» involving 
an extraordinary American indulgence of 
Spanish intolence.

dent's representations concerning Cuban 
slaveholders claiming to be American oiti- 
ian will, doubtless*, bring out in Congrats 
some very curious revelations on this sub- 
joot in the discussion of tho constitutional 
legislation recommended.

onr domestic affaire, General Grant, first 
touching upon tbe desirable reduotion of 
tho public debt already achieved, thinks 
that we have thus brought oar national 
finances to that sati factor j condition which 
will justify a considerable reduction of 
our 
national taxes.

tlon of the doings of this administration

Aa Ur as the Parthall House is con- 


cerned, there may, or may not have been 
water in their cellar yesterday. They 
lave no connection at all with the street 
sewer, but a private drain to Spring Run, 
at the crossing under Washington street. 
This drain has a very slight fall, and if 
there wae water in their collar, it mnnt 
iiave come Irom that Eonrce. 
Tho other 


three cellars mentioned, show no mark* 
of having had water in them for a long 
lime, and the men employed in them say 
they had no thought of having boon 
flooded out, till they saw the article re- 
ferred to. 


There is no water at present running 


into 
the 
sewer 
in 
Spring 
street, 


except surface water, and as remarked, 
it could not have boen surface water, 
as tbe ground waa frozen hard to tbe 
depth of one foot." There was no way ior 
it to enter these cellars from the sewer 
except by backing up from tho outlet, on 
Eranxliu filroat, whioh 
ia more than 


four feet below the bottom of the cellars. 


It is tho oufltnm At present to ftud fault 


with tho aowere, and tha individuals 
ing charge of their construction. And it 
would not surprise me any time to hear 
one of the residents upon Birnsdall's Hil 
complain that his cellar was flooded with 
water from the Spring street eewer. It i
